Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Thomas M. Morrow on December 16, 2004, wherein it was agreed that the composition claims 
would be cancelled by examiner's amendment. It was further noted that applicant's amendment 
to claims 6, 7, 23 and 27, while not utilizing preferred Markush language, was deemed sufficient 
to overcome the 35 USC 112 (2) rejection. As noted in MPEP Section 7173.02, it must be 
determined, overall, "whether the claim meets the threshold requirements of clarity and 
precision, not whether suitable language or modes of expression are available". It was further 
agreed that the expanded polystyrene lost circulation additive of Boles et al'594, does not fairly 
comprise an "inelastic" lost circulation control additive, as argued and in consideration of the 
accompanying documents in support, thereof. Further in this regard, applicant noted that the 
reference document "MatWeb-Online Material Data Sheet", only consisted of a single page, 
hence the page numbering "1 of 2" in the upper right hand comer, was inaccurate. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 41-67 have been cancelled. 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Shaarpour (2004/0244978) discloses the use of a lost circulation material blend including 
an inelastic component for well treatment, but doesn't disclose its use in a process of cementing 
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a well. In fact, Shaarpour further discloses the resulting well treatment slurry should be 
substantially free of cement.
